Faithful Shebkndtjs. But when he prefum.-s to break a lanre 
with Shakfpeare , and wi lie in emulation of him, ashedois 
in ThcF&tfe One , which i» the rival of Antony and Cleapatia , 
he is not fo fuccefiful. Alier him. Sir John Suckling and 
Milton catched the brighuil fire "of their imagination from 
ihcfe two plays; which (bines fautalUcally indeed in Tin 
Gvblitis , but much more nobly and i'erenely ill The Majk at 
Ludhu Cajllt. 

Waesukion. 

No one has hitherto teen lucky enough to difcover the 
romance on which Shakfpeare may be fuppofed to hive 
founded this play, the beauties of which could not fecure it 
from the criticifm of Ben Jonfon , whofe malignity appears 
to have becu more than equal to his wit. In the induction to 
Barthtifomnf Fair, he fays : it If there be never njcrvant monjl/r 
i. in the fair, who can help it, he fays, nor a nell of 
u antiques? He is loth to make nature afraid in his plays, 
>. [Ike ihofc that beget 7aln , Ttmpejls , and fuch like 
ii drolleries, u Stieves). 

I was informal by ihc late Mr. C.'llins of ChiehefteT, that 
Srtakfncare'j Ttnptfi, fot which no oiigln is yctaffigned, wm 
formed on a romance called Aurelto and Ifibtlltt , printed in 
Italian, Spanilh , French , and F.tiglifh , ill l5SR. But 

an ufcful conclulion may be drawn from it, that Shakfpcarc's 
ftory Is iornc-wherc to be found in an Italian novel, at leall 
thai the (lory piece, led Sh^rpcur. Mr. Collins hadfearched 
this fubjecr with no lefs fidelity than judgement and indullry : 
but his memory Lilinq in his IjII calamitous indifporition , he 
probably gave mc the name of one novel for another. I 
remember be added a lircnmllancc , which may lead to i 
dlfcovery, — that the principal characler of the romance , 
anfwcriuc to Sh jkfpcsre's t'r, fpcrrt , was a chemical negro- 
mnncer , who bad bound a fpirit like Ariel to obey his call, 
and perform his feivices. It was a common pretence of 
dealcis in the occult fciencei to hove a demon at tomiuaud. 
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Ai leaft Aurelio, or Orrlio, wai probably one of the namei 
of thia romance, the production and multiplicity of gold 
bfinp ihe grand ohjefl of alchemy. Taken ai large., the 
m.igicaipart of the 7 V;ji/i-/.' is li.imil.-il on thai fort of pliiiofophy 
which Was praflifcd by John Dec anil hij allbciairi , and has 
been called ihe Roficiutian. The nam,; Ariel came from 
the Talmud! Ilk k mylieries with which the learned Jtwi 
had iufceied this Science. 

T. Wartom. 

Mr. Theobald tells in , that The Ttmftft muff have been 
written after tfiOfj, becaufc the Bermuda Ifl-nds , which 
arc mentioned in it , were unknown to the Englilh until thai 
y;ar -, but this is a millake. He might have feen in Hackluyt, 
1600, folio, a defciiplion of Bermuda, by Henry May, 
who was fliipwretked there in i!it)3.
